GRANT FUNDS TO BE LOANED TO BUSINESSES 


THURSDAY APRIL 26, 1990 


Assistant Secretary of Commerce 
Pete Perry speaks to Elba Merchants 


Assistant Secretary of the Depart- 
ment of Commerce Pete Perry was 
in Elba Thursday afternoon, April 
19, to view flood damage and to 
meet with local, state, and federal of- 
ficials on the scene. 

The purpose of the visit was to 
determine of what assistance the De- 
partment of Commerce might be to 
the business community of Elba. 

Perry was in Elba at the request 
of Governor Guy Hunt and Alabama 
Emergency Management Agency of- 
ficials who have been on the scene 
ever since the flood. 

Accompanying Perry were Bill 
Armistead, the Governor's Special 
Advisor on Economic Affairs; Gen. 
Ned Tumipseed and Ann Deal both 
with the Alabama Development Of- 
fice; and Bill Brock, State E.M.A. 
Director. 

While in Elba, Assistant Secre- 
tary Perry addressed a group of the 
Elba merchants gathered in the 
courtroom of the Elba Courthouse. 

Perry stated that the DOC had ap- 
proximately $12 million of its annu- 
al budget set aside for use in case of 
disaster, natural or economic, in 
communities such as Elba. He didn't 
know exactly how much of these 
monies would be allocated to the 
flood stricken city of Elba. 

The primary interest of the DOC 
is to help maintain the employment 
base of the community; In-other- 


words, to help keep the jobs for the 
people. 

Funds, usually a grant, from the 
DOC are given to a local governing 
body for distribution to local busi- 
nesses in the form of low interest 
loans. 

Applications for these loans are 
submitted by the business owners to 
a committee, usually one that is al- 
ready established such as the city's 
industrial development board, for re- 
view and action. The use of an al- 
ready established entity speeds up 
the process of getting the funds to 
those who need them the most, the 
businesses, 

The meeting was opened for 
questions from those attending after 
Mr. Perry's opening remarks. 

Charlie Hayes asked if a dollar 
amount had been affixed to the dam- 
age done by the flood in Elba. 

Officials said that some figures 
had been derived at in some areas of 
destruction, but none on the total 
devastation left in the wake of the 
flood. : 

Delatha Christian, owner of The 
Flower Patch florist on the court- 
house square, told Mr. Perry that she 
had been turned down by SBA for a 
loan to rebuild her business. 

She said that she and her daughter 
were told that they did not qualify 
because their only source of income 
was the florist. 


County prisoners are 
moved into new jail 


On Monday, the old highway de- 
partment building at the Elba Work 
Release Facility became the Coffee 
County Jail! 

The building served as the West- 
side Command Post during the re- 
cent flood, but now, it has become 
the "temporary county jail” until the 
new jail can be constructed in New 
Brockton, Alabama. 

Sheriff Brice Paul began moving 
county inmates back "home" Mon- 
day, April 23. The prisoners have 
been housed in state prison facilities 
and county jails throughout South 
Alabama. 

Thirteen of the inmates were be- 
ing held in the state prison in Clio, 
others were in county jails in Pike, 
Dale, Covington, Crenshaw and Ge- 
neva counties and the remainder 
were being held in the Enterprise 
City Jail. 

pproximately 25-30 inmates can 


be housed in. the temporary. facility 
with room for an administrative of- 
fice, drunk tank and prisoner pro- 
cessing area. 

The outside area of the building 
has a 10-foot high fence around the 
perimeter with razor sharp wire 
around the top of the fence. 

Until other arrangements can be 
made, meals for the prisoners will be 
purchased from the Work Release 
Facility's kitchen. 

Sheriff Paul estimated the cost of 
making the old building secure 
would cost the county approximately 
$20,000. It had been estimated that 
the cost of purchasing a temporary 
prison was going to run $240,000. 

As can be seen, this move saved 
the county a considerable amount of 
money. 

Needless to say, the jail will be 
manned by jailors twenty-four hours 
-a- day just as before the flood. 


Perry told Christian that she 
would most likely qualify for a loan 
from the DOC funds because she 
would be a source of employment 
for other individuals. The entity 
making the loans would make the ul- 
timate decision. 

The purpose of these funds are 
not to take away from those private 
institutions in the money-lending- 
business, but to do what they can't 
do for business owners like some the 
ones in Elba who have lost it all! 

The funds generated by the repay- 
ment of these loans will remain in 
the hands of the entity that is desig- 
nated to make hese loans. It can be 
used in the future to entice other in- 
dividuals or groups of individuals to 
go into business in Elba, Alabama. 

Perry -stated that upon his return 
to Washington he would get with 
necessary people to get the "ball roll- 
ing” on getting these funds into, the 
business community's hands. 

The group toured the devastation 
and cleanup operation before their 
departure from Elba.

25 COUNTY ROADS REMAINED CLOSED 


New computers purchased by 


Meeting in regular session Mon- 
day morning, the Coffee County 
Commission met at the Enterprise 
Courthouse in Enterprise. 

The first item of business was the 
awarding of the contract for the pub- 
lishing of the poll list in newspapers 
within the county. 

Receiving the contract was the 
Enterprise Ledger with a low bid of 
$1831.99, The Ledger will print the 
poll list to be inserted into both The 
Elba Clipper and the Enterprise Led- 
ger. 

Publication of the poll list has to 
be done on or before May 10, 1990. 

John Brim, county computer pro- 
grammer, came before the commis- 
sion requesting the purchase of a 
new computer system. The IBM 
Risk 6000 recommended by Brim is 
to replace the system lost in the 
flooding of the Elba Courthouse. 

The cost of the terminals, print- 
ers and hardware is estimated at 
$138,037.00, Delivery of the system 
was promised by Pam Smith, IBM 
Manager from Montgomery to be 
within a week to ten days. 

Smith was in attendance at the 
meeting to answer any questions that 
the commissioners may have had. 

Upon the recommendation of 
Ronnie Burns, revenue commission- 


er, and Brim, the commission voted 
to purchase the new computer sys- 
tem. 

The equipment is being pur- 
chased under emergency conditions; 
therefore, bids from other vendors 
are not required. 

County Engineer Mark Pool re- 
quested the commission draft a reso- 
lution whereby culverts on dirt roads 
where the drainage area is over 950 
acres may be replaced with a single 
span bridge. 

FEMA will pay for 75% of the 
construction cost and the State High- 


_ way Department will pay the re- 


maining 25%. This is possible be- 
cause of the threat of a possible 
washout of these culverts during 
heavy rains. 

Pool told the commission that 
these funds would pay for the culvert 
replacement at five different trouble 
spots. Over $250,000 is involved in 
this project. 

Needless to say, the commission 
drafted and signed the resolution. 

Pool reported that 25 county 
roads remained closed as a result of 
flooding. He stated that his depart- 
ment was continuing to make re- 
pairs, but that it was slow-go. 

When asked when things would 
be back to "normal", Pool replied, "I

Wilson Mobley, county adminis- 
trator, reported that atiempts to re- 
cover financial data were still being 
made. He told the commission that 
the county had data up to February 
as for as accounting was concerned. 

"If we don't get some FEMA 
money soon," said Mobley, "we're 
going to have to borrow some mon- 
ey to operate on - it's getting close!" 

"We're spending a lot of money 
right now - up front. We've got a lot 
of cost," Mobley stated. 

Billy  Eagerton, commission 
chairman, informed the commission 
that temporary quarters for the pro- 
bate, revenue commissioner and 
commission offices were being set 
up in the health department building 
in Elba. 

Eagerton told the commission 
that the FEMA people were very 
complimentary to John Flowers and 
his people for the job that they had 
done in getting the health. depart- 
ment building ready. 

Commissioner Jim Dubose intro- 
duce Mr. Rory Daughtry to the com- 
missioners stating that he, Daughtry, 
was involved in an accident on 
County Road 79 the night of the 
flood. 

Daughtry told the commissioners 
that he was trying to get home on the 
night of the flood when he ran off 
into a washed out portion of the road 
and totalled his vehicle, a 4 wheel: 
drive Nissan. 

The only coverage that Daughtry 
had on his vehicle was comprehen- 
sive; therefore, his insurance compa- 
ny informed him that this type acci- 
dent was not covered in his policy. 

Daughtry requested any financial

Eagerton told Daughtry that he 
didn't feel that the county was re- 
sponsible under the circumstances, 
but that he was very sorry for the ac- 
cident.

The county was doing everything 
possible at that time to close the 
washed-out roads or mark the dam- 
aged areas, but because of the mag-. 
nitude of the flood, it was physically 
impossible to get them all at once. 

Commissioner Sid Averett stated 
that felt that the commission should 
try to get these people some help 
through the disaster aid program, 

The commission agreed to check 
with the EMA officials on the possi- 
bility of obtaining some type assis- 
tance for these people who had suf- 
fered loss due to flooded road 
accidents. 


Other matters coming before the 
commission were as follows: 
***Voicd to purchase option on pos- 
sible landfill site in north Coffee 
County inorder to perform tests to 
see if the land is adequate for use as 
a landfill. Cost $1.00. 

***Request bids for precast concrete 
abutment panels. 

***Send out bids on steel piling. 
***Send out bid request on "Hot 
Pot" to be used by patching crew. 
***Request bids on 2 - 8 Yd. dump 
trucks. 

***Instructed architects on jail to 
send out construction bids to build- 
ing contractors. 

Commissioners voted to adjourn 
until May 7th.

Belcher was selected on a motion 
by Council member Gladys Yelver- 
ton, seconded by Sharpless. There 
were no other names put into nomi- 
nation. 

Bedsole noted to those attending 
the meeting that it was a tough deci- 
sion, since there was more than one 
well qualified candidate willing to 
accept the position. 

The council approved City Clerk 
Pat Boothe and Mayor Fred Moore 
as local agent to sign all the federal 
paperwork related to the grant appli- 
cations from flood damage. 

Moore was also authorized to 
sing grant applications in the effort 
to extend water lines to Kelley 
Foods. 

Moore was named to serve on the 
Board of the Coffee County Emer- 
gency Management System, along 
with the other three mayors in the 
county, The committee will be 
chaired by County Commission 
Chairman Billy Eagerton.

Her wedding dress, his parents’ home, and the downtown Elba, Al., 
church in which they were to be married were all under water, but Aleah 
and Blue postponed their wedding only three hours last Saturday. 

They've been sweethearts forever, it seems. They were in the same 
class, attended the same church, went to the prom together, They were 
buddies. When she went to Auburn. and he went to Alabama, they contin- 
ued to see each other. 

Most of their friends expected they'd get married one day, especially af- 
ter he left a job in Mobile last summer to move closer to her in Atlanta. 
Few were surprised when for Christmas he gave her a diamond. 

“I'm proud of him,”said his daddy said after the engagement was an- 
nounced. “He's caught himself a good one...I told him if he didn't hurry up 
and give her a ring, she was gonna get away.” 

In early February, the groom's father had a heart attack and spent sever- 
al days in the hospital. Later in the month, the bride was promoted, and 
wasn't even sure she could get her wedding day off. But the family pro- 
ceeded with wedding plans. 

Saturday, despite a devastating flood, they became husband and wife. 

“At about 10 o'clock, I sat down with the children and said, ‘It's your 
wedding, what do you want to do,"” the bride's mother said Saturday night. 
“Aleah said she wanted to get married today and Blue agreed.” 

Quickly, plans were made to move the wedding to a Methodist Chapel 
located north of the flooded City of Elba. A neighbor and a creative 
bridesmaid decorated the tiny church with azaleas, bridal wreath and other 
flowers in season, 

The bride went to the nearest working telephone - 10 or 15 miles away 
- and phoned her aunt across the river in Enterprise. Two hours before the 
wedding and an 85-mile detour around flooded bridges later, her Aunt 
Nina produced two wedding dresses, two bouquets from which to choose 
and two bridesmaids dresses which hadn't yet been picked up. 

The wedding cakes were on high ground and friends and neighbors 
pitched in and produced punch, crackers, dip, fruit and other party food 
from their pantries: both grocery stores were under water. Somebody went 
to the county line and bought all the available champagne. More flowers 
were picked from un-flooded yards. And the mother of one of the groom- 
smen graciously agreed to host the reception.

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State Testing Conducted At Zion Chapel

The 7th, 8th, and 9th grade class- 
es at Zion Chapel were recently re- 
quired , by the State of Alabama, to 
take either the Alabama Basic Com- 
petency Test or the Stanford 
Achievement Test. 

The Stanford Achievement Test 
was administered to the seventh and 
8th grade classes on two different 
levels of difficulity. The Stanford 
test is used as an indicator to deter- 
mine how well the students are 
learning what they are being taught. 
This type of test is also used in the 
the development of the school's cur- 
riculum. Mr. Pat Taylor, guidance 
councilor, said "The results help to 
Strengthen the weaknesses in opr 
school's curriculum." Zion Chapel'$ 
scores will be compared to the 
schools in our system and then to the 
other school systems in the State of 
Alabama. Finally Alabama will be 
compared to the 49 other states in 
the union. 

Within the Stanford Achievement 
Test there is a test referred to as the 
Otis Lenin Test. The Otis Lenin is 
basically an IO test. It allows the 
schools ability index to pinpoint 


problems in students. The Stanford 


~ test is divided into 12 sections as fol- 


lows: Reading Vocabulary, Reading 
Comprehension, Concept of Num- 
bers, Mathematic Computation, 
Mathematic Application, Spelling, 
Language Mechanics, Language Ex- 
pressions, Study Skills, Science, So- 
cial Science, and Listening. 

All 9th graders took the Alabama 
Basic Competency Test. The pur- 
pose of this test is to help remediate 
all 9th graders for the Alabama 
Graduation Exam that will be given 
to them their junior year in high 
school. The scores of this test will 
help a student steer in the right direc- 
tion when choosing the Advanced or 
Standard diploma. The Alabama Ba- 
sic Competency Test is divided into 
Reading, Math, and Language. Zion 
Chapel has overall ranked average 
among schools in Alabama. 

The Stanford Achievement Test 
took approximately 10 hours to take. 
Those teachers who supervised test- 
ing were Mr. Charles Smith, Mrs. 
Carolyn Daughtry, Mr. Pat Taylor, 
ani Mr. Tom Moates. The Alabama 
Basic Competency Test took approx- 
imately 6 hours for Mr. Tom Walker 
and Mrs. Joan Hobbs to administer.

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Tate Gatlin Finishes EMT Training 


Tate Gatlin has finished five 
months of training to become an 
Emergency Medical Technician 
(EMT). Here is a story of his expe- 
riences in his own words. 

"With about four weeks left in 
the class it was time for us , the 
EMT class, to go out to the field 
and put in our 16 hours of train- 
ing.” 

"I went to Haynes Ambulance 
Service in Troy to get my clinicals 
which amounts to on-the-job train- 
ing. The first day was slow until 
around lunchtime. At that time we 
got a Code Red call, which is a 
very serious emergency call, to a 
house downtown to a woman who 
had reportedly passed out. The per- 
son making the call didn't know if 
the woman was breathing or not. 
When we arrived at the house we 
found the woman sitting slumped 
over in a chair. The paramedic 
checked the vital signs. The eyes 
were fixed and dialated and there 
was no pulse at the radial artery. 
The radial artery is the artery in the 
lower arm. We hooked up the car- 
diac monitor to see if she had a 
heart beat. We found that she had a 
workable rhythm so we started 
working the codes. I went out to 
the ambulance and got the drug box 
and resuscitator bag. I took the 
drug box to the paramedic and the 
resuscitator bag to an EMT- 
intermediate who was also on the 
run. The EMT-intermediate put 
into the patient an endotrachea tube 
which makes it easier to force air 
into the lungs using a resuscitator 
bag. The resuscitator bag fits onto 
the end of the endotrachea tube and 
when the bag is squeezed air is 
forced into the lungs. While the 
EMT-intermediate and I forced air 
into the patient's lungs, the para- 
medic used a drug called "eppies" 
and shocked the patient three times. 

I started doing compressions to 
help the heart circulate the blood 
through the body. After we got 
things under control we put the 


woman on a long back board, then 
onto a stretcher, and then into the 
ambulance. During the entire load- 
ing time I was still doing compres- 
sions and squeezing the resuscitator 
bag. | could do this because com- 
pressions are done five times in a 
row then the resuscitator bag is 
squeezed. 

"cardiopulmonary Resuscitation 
(CPR) was done all the way to the 
hospital and into the hospital until 
emergency (ER) personnel took 
over. After ER personnel took over 
it was time for the paramedic to fill 
out a run sheet, which tells every- 
thing that was done to the patient. 
Before we completed the run we 
got the information that the ladies 
heart was beating on its own and 
that she was breathing on her own 
and with little assistance. Needless 
to say we were very proud to hear 
the news. Earlier that week the 
ambulance service had three other 
codes and this lady had made if fur- 
ther than any other that week. I 
was told by the paramedic and the 
EMT-intermediate that instances 
like this was what made the job en- 
joyable.” 

The next day I returned to fin- 
ish up my 16 hour rotation. Early 
that morning we had to make some 
basic transfers, which includes any- 
thing from carrying people that are 
in hospital beds and unable to ride 
cars to the hospital, doctors office, 
or even carrying people back from 
visits to the nursing home. 

"During the aftemoon we got a 
call to go to a wreck. When we ar- 
rived at the wreck the patients were 
out of the car, sitting in another car.

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Redecorating A Snap, Fallacy Of the Eighties

Home decorating magazines, 
do-it-yourself stores, and my sister 
Betty bombarded me with a line 
"redecorating’s a snap" for ten 
years. I finally fell prey to the pop- 
ular dogma on the infamous day on 
November 12, 1989. Let my fol- 
lowing conclusion now be entered 
on the record: "It's the greatest fal- 
lacy of the decade!" 

The morning that I assented to 
redecorate dawned bright and sun- 
ny. A morning that sent sunshine 
cascading throughout the house - 
exposing faded draperies (sagging, 
with only half their hooks), empha- 
sizing the white paint spots on the 
hardwood floors (from 35 years of 
careless ‘wall painting), and sin- 
gling out 1,378 nail heads protrud- 
ing form the aged, cracked shect- 
rock ceilings. 

"You know the daughter'll be 
home for Christmas, and the daugh- 
ters-in-law, and possibly a prospec- 
tive son-in-law", Joe peeled forth 
like bells from a belfry as I crawled 
out of bed that fateful day. “We 
Just Need To Do Something With 
This House", he went on, before I 
even had my first cup of coffee. 
"OK, OK, OK....we'll redecorate!" | 
agreed in my weakened state. (Will 
you ‘readers please not the use of 
the plural "WE" in both of our fore- 
going sentences; it will be the last 
time Joe includes himself in the re- 
decorating effort). 

I called by sister Betty (the re- 
decorating expert, the one who re- 
arranges her furniture every morm- 
ing before breakfast, the one who 
sews new draperies and bedspreads 
for her house at least bi-yearly. 
And thinks it is a disgrace that I 
find my 10-year-old bedspread 
plenty good, and sufficient). On the 
phone poe shouted, Oh, The Mere 
Thoughts Of It Sets My Juices To 
Flowing!" She'd be more than hap- 
py to help - for free; if I padded her 
palm a little that was just icing on 
the cake. 

By noon the following day I had 
engaged a ceiling- blower - a friend 
of a friend who'd blown the ceilings 
in a new house of a cousin who'd 
lived across the road from her sis- 
ter; he reportedly did a great job (-- 
in the house with no walls intact, 
no floors in, and no furniture). "No 
need to remove a single painting, 
nothing, I'll tape every nook and 
cranny with plastic sheeting, every- 
thing’ be hunky-dory", the painter 
assured me. 


Forty-eight hours later I excited- 
ly opened my back door (upon re- 
turn from an out-of-state speaking 
engagement) -- and now, six weeks 
later, I still marvel at the destruc- 
tion wrought in the space of only 
ten hours by only two ‘blowing’ 
men -- marvel at the mounds of 
white paint and plaster blown, and 
Scattered, and piled everywhere - 
on the carpeted floors, on the sofa, 
on the oil paintings (even those 
which had been carelessly thrown 
against the walls and underneath 
heavy piles of sharp objects), -- 
whey the floors underneath the 
beds were solid white! (At least I 
had the clear mind to not pay in 
full; maybe someday I'll see the 
‘reputable fellow’ again -- this time 
in court). 

"On James, On James", Betty 
challenged, "we've a house to re- 
decorate, and only four weeks to do 
it". With two fabric swatches in 
hand we descended on the wallpa- 
per store. The thousands and thou- 
sands of rolls of colored, printed, 
flowered and striped wallpaper 
blew my mind. (You know, of 
course, I'm a woman who specializ- 
es in the written word, one who 
lives in the black/white world, one 
who is content for my desk to sit in 
the selfsame spot for 50 years, if 
only there's good supply of paper 
and the typewriter works fair). 

So there we are in the decorating 
paradise and Betty starts grabbin 
and hugging and examining roll af- 
ter roll of paper - gushing, saying, 
"OHHHHHhhhhhh, isn't this just 
gorgeous! This would be fantastic 
for Joe's office, no, maybe this one 
would be even more beautiful! 
Whaddaya think about this one for 
a border, or this one, and this one 
for a chair rail? Oh, lookeehere--- 
This for a chair rail, huh? Or do 
you want a wider one? "(Let's face 
it, I'm concerned the past ten years 
about writing nostalgia because 
that's what folks are buying, and I 
haven't even heard of "chair rails" 
much less know where I stood. on 
the appropriate width of one). "And 
this wide flowered chair rail is a 
must for your bedroom -- we'll 
work the paper and the carpet, 
everything around it. Whatdaya- 
think?" And on and on Betty went - 
- scrounging into every space and 
cubby hole in that huge store, then 
pouring over catalogues -- and then 
she discovered and introduced me 
to the mark-down box (and I did 
appreciate her trying to be econom- 


ical because when the clerk startea 
computing, my mind began to real- 
ly blow). After two-three hours 


when we'd finally agreed upon, and 
assembled paper, border and chair 
railing for two completed rooms 
Betty announced, "Now For The 
Hallway!” 

"OOOOooo00hhhhhh 
NNNOOOoo00000, you don't", I 
screamed, "this is all I can take for 
now, my head is splitting. "(It will 
forever be a mystery as to whether 
I really like the purchase items or 
whether I just ‘gave in, relieved, 
anxious to get home’, 

The next month is a blur. Twen- 
ty-hour-days for me -- cleaning out 
closets, inside and behind chests, 
under beds and work tables -- Joe 
sometimes standing over me, gloat- 
ing, as I had to throw out, literally, 
twelve baskets full of magazines, 
papers, manuscripts -- things I'm 
sure I could have made a mint with 
one day. Not to mention the 
mounds of clothes I had to discard 
which I'd planned to recycle during 
the next Great Depression. 

Those were the days, and nights, 
of cutting and pasting and gluing 
wallpaper (and cleaning up the glue 
afterwards), of sore muscles, and 
sore neck joints, and sore hips from 
squatting -- trying to get the hand 
of trimming the paper without tear- 
ing it. Days of toting home hun- 
dreds of carpet samples, an toting 
them back to the stores. Of trying 
to decide on drapes, and blinds, and 
spreads, and pillows (and of fool- 
ishly investing in fabric to do much 
of the sewing myself). And days of 
watching Joe go his merry way, 
proud that We were redecorating 
our house -- go his way on leisurc 
business dinners and hunting trips. 

Those were the days of frustra- 
tion -- days when it seemed impos- 
sible to get all my wallpaper ducks 
in a row. Days when workers and 
carpet layers' schedules couldn't 
merge with my speaking engage- 
ments, days when sick grandbabies 
kept my second sister from lending 
her expected hands to the wallpaper

The night of the flood, members 
remained on duty at the squad and 
assisted in notifying the people of 
Elba when to evacuate. In fact we 
nearly lost one ambulance before 
we could remove it from the flood 
area, 

We were able to take all of our 
ambulances to the hospital where 
they remain on stand-by. All other 
equipment except that inside each 
ambulance was lost. This included

much of our stock of medical sup- 
plies. 

We are very short-handed with 
people to operate the squad. A 
fourth of our people suffered loss 
of homes and businesses. These 
people are now trying , like others, 
to recover and clean up their 
homes. There is an extreme short- 
age of qualified personnel during 
the daytime to answer calls. 

I personally review each run 


sheet which is made out on each 


run and have found that many of 


the people calling the rescue squad 
could have been taken to the hospi- 
tal via private autos or were not 
really that sick. The rescue squad 
is for emergencies and considera- 
tion should be given that only qual- 
ified people can make runs.

I moved to Elba ten years ago with 
my husband and smail daughter.

When we 
came to this town we knew only 
one other couple and I felt very 
lonely and lost being away from 
my hometown.

I am a volunteer firefighter/ 
EMT with the Ozark Fire Depart- 
ment. On Tuesday night, April 17, 
1990, I was dispatched to the scene 
of an accident involving a school 
bus accident on US 231, south of 
Ozark. 

Emergency medical technicians 
responded from Wicksburg, Wal- 
lace College, Slocomb, Hartford, 
Troy, Daleville, Ozark, and New- 
ton, MAST teams from Fort Ruck- 
er also responded. With so many 
people at the scene, there was a po- 
tential for chaos and confusion. 
However, that did not happen. The 
teams all worked together very 
smoothly and efficiently. Triaging 
(classifying the severity of injuries) 
was done with minimum of fuss, 
treatment was given immediately, 
and the transportation of patients 
was prompt and orderly. The train- 
ing and professionalism of the re- 
sponding EMT's was very evident. 
It was also apparent that previous 
planning for mass emergencies had 
an impact on the performance of 
the response teams. 1 honestly 
don't think we could have had a 
drill exercise that went as smoothly 
as this accident did. 

It was also apparent that the 
emergency planning at the hospitals 
was being used. They did a super 
job of receiving and treating the 
students and notifying families. 

I think the public needs to know 
that the service given by all of the 
paid and volunteer medical re- 
sponse teams was outstanding.

It was projected that this task 
might take up to two months after 
decisions concerming the job and the 
advertisement for the job of director 
are complete. 

Serving with Coffee County 
Commission Chairman Billy Eager- 
ton will be the four mayors of the 
county's municipalities or their rep- 
resentatives, 

Eagerton told those attending the 
meeting that Coffee County would 
be responsible for 100% of the cost 
of the EMA office if it is established

Sawyers Smoke dt lish

I went to Elba on Tuesday, April 
17th. to see how the recovery from 
the disasterous flood of March 
17th. was progressing. Although 
an overwhelming sense of loss was 
all around, I did see encouraging 
evidence of a slow painful recov- 
ery. One of the first things that 
caught my eye was the sign on the 
square, It read “everything lost but 
Elba will be back." Obviously this 
sign referred to the material losses. 

You could tell by the activity 
going on that the spirit of Elba's cit- 
izens was not lost. With quiet re- 
solve and relentless determination 
the good people of Elba are rebuild- 
ing their town. Board by board, 
brick by brick, and street by street 
the restoration continues. I ob- 
served a city worker cutting grass 
on the Courthouse lawn. Such a 
normal activity, yet how encourag- 
ing to see only one month after this 
same spot had been covered by 
over 10 feet of muddy water. I also 
noticed that several businesses had 
reopened. According to reports 
about 130 of Elba's 140 or so busi- 
nesses suffered major flood dam- 
age. Getting them open and operat- 
ing will go a long way to help in 
the recovery. I noticed a cafe bus- 
ling with activity and thought how 
good it was to see life slowly re- 
turning to normal. 

Looking back over this eventful 
month is quit painful. While Elba's 
residents were suffering, I too suf- 
fered a los§. My mother, Idell 
Parker Eiland passed away during 
this ime. I remember visiting her 
Thursday afternoon March 1Sth. 
When my wife and I started to 
leave it was raining quite hard. We 
waited for a while at the front door 
but the rain did not stop. I finally 
had to get out in it in the car. The 
rain kept falling and the last thing I 
remember before I went to sleep 
was the rain. On Friday morning 
March 16th. the rain came in tor- 
rents. When I went home for lunch 
numerous city streets in Troy were 
flooded. 1 don't ever remember 
seeing this much water in town. As 
the old-timers would say it was a 
real frog strangler, or gully washer. 
I thought to myself, if this keeps on 
the animals will start pairing up. 
By Friday aftemoon the weather 
was beginning to affect our electri- 
cal system. We started having out- 
ages and everyone was busy work- 
ing. The rain continued into Friday 
night and the flooding started. We 


at the co-op were busy with outag- 
es Saturday moming when the lev- 
ee broke sending a wall of water in 
to downtown Elba. At mid- 
morning we received a call from 
Alabama Electric Co-op in Andalu-

sia that water was rising in the sub- 
lation in Elba. We were instructed 


‘to disconnect the transmission line 


feeding from Elba's substation to 
our station in Victoria to prevent it 
from going out. I took a key to our 
serviceman to unlock the switches 
and disconnect the line feeding 
from Elba. When I _ crossed 
Whitewater Creek I was amazed at 
the volume of water rushing past 
the bridge. After the switching at 
Victoria was done I rode down 
highway cat to where it crosses the 
Pea River. I still find it hard to be- 
lieve what I saw. Quiet, peaceful 
Pea River had turned into a raging 
torrent. Up to 17 inches inches of 
rain had fallen in the area north of 
Elba that Pea River and Whitewater 
Creek flow thru. All this incredible 
amount of water found its way to 
Elba and resulted in a nightmare for 
the people. Sunday afternoon, 
March 18th., when I visited mother 
I asked her if she remembered what 
happened in Elba when she was a 
little girl. She did remember the 
flood and J told her it happened 
again. Mother died peacefully on 
Tuesday afternoon, March 20th. 
Our plans called for the funeral to 
be held in Troy on Thursday with 
burial at the cemetery in Basin 
south of Elba. As we passed thru 
Elba on the way to the cemetery I 
was overwhelmed by what I saw. 
My family's sense of grief and loss 
was shared by the citizens of 
Elba. As the funeral procession 
wound its way down highway 189 
south of town we passed the dirt 
road where you turn to go to the old 
power plant on Pea River. As we 
started up the hill I remembered the 
numerous times mother had told 
me about the infamous flood of 
1929. Asa 12 year old girl she had 
come to this very spot on a wagon 
to observe the local men putung 
boats into the water and paddling 
into town to rescue people. history 
had indeed repeated itself. 

My mother had the worst case of 
rheumatoid arthritus I've ever seen. 
Although it ravaged her body, her 
double measure of the human spirit 
refused to give in to it. This double 
measure of the human spirit is what 
its going to take for Elba's people 
to restore their town. If I were a 
betting man, I would not bet 
against them.
